IS FORMING “ FRAUD CA BINET” OF 


FA VV VERS TO \ SSI ST IN THE 


PROSECUTION 


(By United Press.) 
Washington, May 15--Assurance of 
quick enactment of two bills provid­ 
ing Attorney General Daugherty with 
money and machinery for the prose­ 
cution of war grafters, was given by 
republican leaders today as the house 
convened. 
Daugherty is forming a “fraud cab­ 
inet ’ of lawyers to aid in Hie prosecu­ 
tion. 
One of the hills appropriates $500,- 
000 to the department of justice and 
employment of special investigators 
and counsel, and the other creates a 
special grand jury in the District of 
Columbia. 
Daugherty told congress in the re­ 
cent message through President H ard ­ 
ing that it is his plan to empanel the 
sp ecia l grand jury immediately upon 
authority being granted, and lay be­ 
fore it at once evidence of fraud in 
contracts which fall under the jut, 
diction of the court here. 
Attorney General Daugherty, back 
at his desk today after a vacation 
with the presidential party in New 
Jersey, was giving immediate atten- 


sian note proposing that the Genoa 
parley adjourn until June, when dele­ 
gations from the allies and Russia will 
meet at The Hague. 
The United States has been formal­ 
ly invited to join the Hague confer­ 
ence, the Russians were informed.

True to the traditions 
of old days of the pony express, It 
was the express messenger, Harold 
Steward, who broke up the robbers. 
II*' took his heavy rifle from where it 
hung in the express car, and when 
his magazine was empty, one bandit 
lay deuil and the other seven were 
fleeing. 
Word of the robbery was telephoned 
to Tucson and in two hours four pos­ 
ses e a c h headed by a deputy sheriff 
find taken the trail.

TIII. PROPOSED TI HEIR ! LONIS SANITARIUM 


(Communication) 
B r a i n e r d is fortunate in having in its Chamber of Commerce 
.I live, active, energetic organization of “boosters” who are ever 
on the alert for opportunities to build up our grow ing young city. 
However, there appears to Ire a growing sentiment among our 
citizens that the matter of securing the location of a sanitarium 
for the treatment of tubercular patients in or near the city, which 
was favorably acted upon at a recent meeting of the Chamber, 
should be most carefully considered from all angles before any 
further action is taken. 
Our older citizens no doubt remember that the late Dr. J. L. 
Camp, a physician of the highest standing and of recognized abil­ 
ity who practiced his profession in Brainerd for many years, was 
one of three members cf the commission appointed by Governor 
Van Sant in 1901 to locate a state sanitarium for tuberculosis, 
and that a location four miles from Walker was decided upon. 
It. was very generally known at the time that Brainerd could have 
had this sanitarium, but Dr. Camp strongly advised our citizens 
against it, and his advice was heeded. 
Dr. Camp’s objections were professional, and were based 
largely en the danger from infection which would be possible be­ 
cause of the presence of a large number of people in all stages 
of the discase in the community. 
Of course, the patients are 
necessarily under certain restrictions in the sanitarium, but these 
restrictions, it is claimed, are not always faithfully followed when 
they visit the nearest town, which they frequently do. 
Dr. J. A. Thanes, one of our leading physicians, and a mem­ 
ber of the commission that located the Crow W ing-Aitkin county 
sanitarium near Deerwood, takes strong ground against the loca­ 
tion cf the proposed hospital in or near Brainerd. 
Dr. Tbabes 
has for many years been a consulting physician at the Walker 
sanitarium, and therefore thoroughly understands the situation 
there, and the sentiment of the Walker people. 
He makes the 
same objections as Dr. Camp, and besides points out that there 
are many persons afflicted with tuberculosis who, knowing of the 
location of a sanitarium in a certain community, take it for granted 
that the climate there will help relieve them, and are consequently 
attracted from all parts of the country, but do not enter the sani­ 
tarium. 
These people are, of course, under no restrictions of .•un­ 
kind. 
Another point raised by Dr. Thabes is that the location of 
such a sanitarium in a community often has the effect of keeping 
timid people from locating in the town which may be nearest the 
institution. He presents ether equally strong objections, and as he 
he is very much interested in the atter this statement of his posi­ 
tion is made with his knowledge and consent. 
The writer of this article, being a layman, does not pretend 
to be an authority upon hygiene, and certainly does not want to 
discourage the members of the Chamber of Commerce in the good 
work they are doing, his only object being to call their attention 
lo the foregoing facts, so that they may fully investigate them, 
as we believe they will, before proceeding further.— A. J. H.
